Greece Gets 25 Million Credits 
To Buy U. S. Surplus Materials 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 If,—The United States has granted Greece 


a $25,000,000 credit to acquire surplus goods, and the Communist- 
beleaguered nation is asking for an additional $15,000,000 credit. 


The fund is in addition to the S300.000.000 provided by Congress to 


aid Greece's economic recovery up to next .June 1, and will i>e used to 
meet the neeos of refugees from frontier zones where Greek govern- 
ment troops are fighting Communist-backed msureents. 


SecreUry af State Marshall announced the $25,000,000 credit at 


m news conference today. He said most of the surplus to be provided 
refugees consists of clothing and construction materials. 


The $25.000.000 covers surplus goods stored in Europe. Officials 


said the Athens government wants an additional $15,000,000 to acquire 


- materials stored- In the United State* 


Nearly 500,000 refugees, according to the best information available 


here, have been forced to leave battle areas.

THE UNITED STATES has two main 


objectives in Germany. They are to put 
her on a paying basis so she can ulti- 
mately he'p in Western European recov- 
ery, and ro re-ei,:abLsh her as a nation 
in the western Democratic pattern.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D 


FEW things are more fascinating than 


the way the body maintains its compli- 
cated chemical balance, and few more 
certain -than that disease will result if it 
goes just a little out of kuter one way or 
the ether. 


For health, the amount of sugar in the 


blood must remain within fairly constant 
limits. This is accomplished by a secre- 
tion from the pancreas of a chemical 
tnown as insulin, and we run into trouble 
whenever it is increased or decreased above 
or below the normal amount. 


When the pancreas. Vhich is a gland 


located in the abdomen, fails to make 
enough insulin, the body is unable to use 
sugar and the disease known as diabetes 
results. On the other hand, when too 
much insulin is secreted, sugar ;s burned 
at a temiic rate and there is a sudden 
drop in the amount of blood sugar. 


The resulting condition, known as 


hypoglyceiaia has -unpleasant symptoms, 
thr most common of which are pain in 
the abdomen, -weakness, numbness, cold 
sweats, dizziness and Jack of alertness. 


The sensation- of hunger is -present 


in most patients during an -attack. " At 
times, there may also be a craving for 
sweets. 
The symptoms are temporarily 


stopped by eating, particularly by taking 
ice-cream or fruit juices. 


The symptoms 
in certain 
patients 


studied had been present for a period of 
from three months to twenty years, the 
average being four and a half years! As 
a rule, the attacks came on between one 
arid a half and five hours after a meal, 
and were started or made worse by 
physical exertion. 


The exact cause of this disorder to 


which too much insulin is secreted has not 
been discovered. ' However, it seems that 
the condition can be kept under control 
by proper treatment 
Tne 
abdominal 


pain, which occurs in practically all In- 
stances, seems to be due to the effect of 
insulin on the contractions of the stomach 
and bowel and oa the secretion of acid 
by the stomacti. 


This pain is so similar to that which 


occurs AS • result of stomach ulcer, that 
great care must sometimes be taken not 
to confuse the two ailments. Tne surest 
way of ruling out ulcer is through an. 
X-ray examination of the stomach.

The reoiscount rate is the charge 


made by Federal Reserve banks for 
making funds available to omer 
banks on the secuntv of govern- 
ment; bonds and commercial loan 
paper. 


Thus banks in most oi the nation 


will find IT; more costly, effective! 
Monday, to use one of their se'. eral 
means of expanding loans. Presi- 
dent Truman and Reserve Board 


i Cha'rman Mamner Eccles have de- 
clared that expansion of bank credit 
has added to inflationary pressures. 


Eccles, however, in forecast- 


ing; today's action a month 350, 
told a congressional committee 
the result *~would be nejclifible, 
except for possible psychological 
reaction," because banks deal- 
ing- with the public are well 
supplied with other means of 
raising funds to expand loans.

The rate was boosted from 4 to 7 


percent, the highest ever. -»nen in- 
flation threatened the economy after 
the first world war. 


It went down to 3 percent in 


1924, 
bnt had rebounded to a 


hirh *f 6 percent jnst before 
the 1929 stock market crash.

Actually, banks need not raise 


lending funds oy "-rediscountmg" 
their government, and commercial 
loan paper unless they lack the re- 
sen es—monej making up a certain 
percentage of their deposits—that 
they are required to keep with the 
Federal Reserve banks at all times 


Because banks as a whole now 


ha\e arxne $1.000,000.000 more In 
reserves"than the maximum reserve 
requireirsnt, they can expand loans 
aga-csc that "cushion" without re- 
sorting to borrowing on their govern- 
ment securities and business loan 
paper t h r o u g h the rediscount
